MOB BURNS BABY WHILE 
MOTHER PLEADS FOR LIFE 


Fierce Riots ip Kertch, South- 
ern Russia, Result in 285 
Killed and Wounded—More 
Fighting at Kishineff. 
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ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 7.—The des- 
perate condition of affairs at Kaku is 
shown by a telegram from the Governor 
of Baku, who has sent:-an urgent dis- 
patch to Tiflis saying that the city and 
his troops are surrounded by ‘Tartar 
herdes and will inevitably be over- 
whelmed and massacre result unless im- 
mediately relieved. 

Massacre seems certain, as it is hard- 
ly possible for troops from Tiflis to 
reach the surrounded city in~time to 
@ave it. 

Rioting and disorder continue through- 
out the Caucasla, Kischineff and 
Crimea districts. 

The ughest report comes from .the 
town of Kertch, in Southern Crimea. 
Here a baby boy, the son of a promi- 
Jew named Hirschbauim, was 


{ burned in the presence of the agonized 
/ mother. When she pleaded for her baby 


a ruffian hit her on the head with a 
club. 

The trouble began when a crowd of 
young roughs began a series of Jew 
baiting tactics, breaking open shops 
and houses and sacking them. 

The Jews resisted and wWany fights 
took place. But the crewd of roughs 
became augmented to such a number 
that resistance except by violent means 
was impossible. A band of young Jews 
then appeared on the scene with re- 

volvers and attempted to drive the riot- 
ers from the Jewish quarter. 

It was the burning of the boy which 
brought out the men with the revolvers. 

When they came the Governor of 
Kertch, until then a passive onlooker, 
ordered out the troops. 

When quiet was restored it was found 
that 285 persons had been killed and 
wounded, 

Reports from the Governor at Kishi- 
neff say that the rioting and burning of 
property which began there yesterday 
Was continued today and that several! 
people have been killed. 

He has ordered out additional troops 
to restore order. 

The Jews who have been the principal 
sufferers at Kishineff are well organized 
and making a stubborn resistance to 
attempts to rob and burn their prop- 
erty. 

Orders were sent to the Viceroy of the 
Caucasus today to send ald to the Gov- 
ernor of the Baku district, which is be- 
ing overrun and despoiled by Tartars. 
Roports are that several more villages 
have been burned and the inhabitants 
massecred. —

CLINTON, Mo., Sept. 7.—While Jesse 
A. Oakes, Superintendent of Schools of 
Urich, Henry County, is in jail here, 
pretty Opal Knaus, the 15-year-oid pupil 
with whom he is charged with having 
eloped, is in the care of a distant rela- 
tive in Los Angeles, Cal. 

Few romances have been stranger or 
more surprising than that of the U:ich 
educator, 35 years old, the head of a 
family, whose 180 pounds made him a 
terror to ill-disposed ‘“‘big boys’’ of his 
school, and the slender girl, weighing 
hardly more than 90 pounds and not out 
of short dresses. 

Oakes was brought back from. Las 
Angeles by Sheriff J. D. Hall and is 
held on a warrant charging abandon- 
ment, sworn to by his wife. Mrs. Oakes 
has said that she will prosecute him on 
this charge, whatever action may be 
taken by the widowed mother of Gpal 
Knaus. 

Before his departure from Los An- 
geles with his prisoner, Sheriff Hall 
twice endeavored to persuade the girl 
to make a statement which could be 
used as evidence against her teacher. 

Each request was met with indignant 
refusal.

Oakes declared today that he expect- 
ed his brother-in-law, the brother of 
his deserted wife, who lives at Bois 
D'Arc, Greene County, to go on his 
bond when bail is fixed by the court. He 
says he wrote to this brother-in-law 
from California, supposing that his wife 
had gone to her brother's home. He 
seemed surprised to learn that she had 
remained in Urich. 

While persisting in his refusal to an- 
swer any direct questions regarding 
Opal Knaus, Oakes hinted today that 
he would plead former domestic un- 
happiness as a reason for the attach- 
ment between him and his pupil. 

“My wife and I had not lived happily 
together for some time,’’ he said. ‘This 
was not generally known in Urich, but 
my wife knows it, and I am surprised 
that she should have made the com- 
plaint on which the warrant against 
me was issued.

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Rioting began Tuesday night, follow- 
ing the refusal early in the day of the 
authorities to permit a meeting of dis- 
senters from the treaty terms to meet 
in Hibaya Park. 

First was an attack on the office of

Serious rioting followed the attack on 
the newspaper office. 

A mob attacked and burned the of- 
ficial residence of the Minister of Home 
Affairs, which stood between the No- 
bles’ Club and the Imperial Hotel and 
faced Hibaya Park, which was the 


storm center throughout the day. 

Threatening demonstrations occurred 
in the neighborhood of the official 
homes of Premier Katsura and Baron 
Komura, Foreign Minister, who is now 
in the United States, but the police suc- 
ceeded in preventing injury to the occu- 
pants or damage to the houses. 

The destruction of the Home Minis- 
ter’s residence was intensely dramatic. 
Throughout the day a series of demon- 
strations occurred in the neighborhood 
and late in the afternoon the mob at- 
tacked the house, swept the police 
away and battered down the gates. 

The police and servants resisted stout- 
ly, but the mob surged forward and en- 
tered the house. One df the mob lead- 
ers, carrying an armful of burning 
straw, gained the rear of the structure 
and succeeded in setting it on fire. 

The police reserves charged the 
crowds, using their swords freely, but 
the mob rallied from several quarters 
and stoned the firemen when they ar- 
rived. The members of the minister's 
household were rescued and escorted 
to the Imperial Hotel. 


Many Wounded in Fight. 


Accurate figures of the casuaities are 
not obtainable. 

It is known, however, that

Another demonstration ts planned for 
Sept. 8 and it is belleved that the 
strongest measures will be necessary to 
prevent serious rioting and bloodshed. 

The destruction of small police sub- 
stations centinued until midnight. It is 
impossible to ascertain the exact nam- 
ber destroyed, but it is estimated tnat 
1s were wrecked. 

Two of the larger police stations were 
also destroyed. The mobs generalty 
prevented damage to adjoining private 
property by dragging the police kiosks 
into the middle of the street before ap- 
plying the torch. 

Shortly after midnight another at- 
tempt was made against the Kokumin 
Shimbun offices, but the police dispersed 
the attackers, killing one of the assali- 
ants’ The fact that the man was cut 
in the back angered the crowd, which 
demanded the arrest of the policeman. 

Resentment against the members of 
the Cabinet is bitter and Government 
officials are jeered whenever they ap- 
peap and generally stones are thrown.

By the discharge of a street inspector 
Thursdey was brought to light a sys- 
tem of grafting on street sweepers 
which the discharged man is said to 
have worked. 

Street Commissioner Valliant learned 
from two of the “white wings’ that 
they had received pay for days that 
they did not work and had turned-the 
ainount that they received for the time 
that they were idle over to the inspec- 
tor by leaving it at a saloon for him.

Complaining Witness Testifies 
at Trial of Mrs. Folsom Be- 
fore Spiritualists. 


Behind closed doors at the Temple of 
Spiritualism, 3015 Pine street, Thursday, 
Miss Ella Preston testified in the trial 
of Mrs. Josie K. Folsom by the Na- 
tional Spiritualists’ Association.

It was said then

ize, and that Japanese emigrants would 
raise rice. 

There is a report on this subject from 
United States Consul Fisher at Tam- 
sui, Island of Formosa, in the consular 
reports just issued by the United States 
Government. The repo¥t contains much 
that is interesting and gives the text 
of three clippings from /Japanese news- 
papers dealing wih the/ matter. 

The Japanese bankér who is at the 
head of the movement is Mr. Gada. 
“The Mr. Gada referred to,’ says Con- 
sul Fisher, ‘‘is a person possessing con- 
siderable wealth. He has resided in 
Formosa since 1896 and is auditor of the 
Taiwan Bank. His commercial and in- 
dustrial interests in this island, as well 
as in Japan, are quite extensive. If his 
agricultural undertaking in Texas is 
carried to completion it will no doubt 
lead to a large immigration of Japanese 
into this region.’’ 

The Japanese newspaper clipping 
which gives the most information about 
the project is from the Taiwn Nichi 
Shimpo of Tafhoku, Formosa, in which 
fis an interview with Mr. Gada. The in- 
terview is as follows: 

“Farming is the only enterprise that 


it seems can be profitably undertaken 
in America by the Japanese. In_ the 
manufacturing industries the Ameri- 
cans are using large capital and exten- 
sive machinery, and are making every 
effort to reduce the cost of production. 
The progress in the economical use of 
machinery is very conspicuous, but in 
agriculture they are unable to employ 
these metshods, and therefore do not 
question the comparatively high prices 
for vegetables and grains they consume. 
The reason seems to be their absolute 
devotion to the manufacturing indus- 
tries, which leaves them no tim® to 
consider other enterprises. It is there-

This 
region having been grazing land up to 
the present time there is little difficulty 
or expense in preparing the ground for 
cultivation, and the soil is very rich, so 
that there will be no necessity for using 
fertilizers for at least 10 years. Before 
returning to Japan I made arrangements 
with the railroad company owning the 
land to purchase it any time. 

“My scheme is to invest 700,000 or 800,- 
000 ven ($350,000 or $400,000) during the 
first vear in the purchase of land and ex- 
penses. It ig estimated that at the end 
of four years a profit of 2,000,000 yen ($1,- 
000,000) will be realized. 

“Of the different agricultural pursuits 
that of growing vegetables is the most 
profituble. As the cultivation of 40 cho 
bu (8 acres) requires but two men and 
three horses, the profits and the ex- 
penses can be easily estimated. No pro- 
cedure is required to secure a market, 
as the ‘trust’ makes contracts with the 
formers or advances money for their 
produce béfore the time for marketing. 
The prices are fixed on the basis of the 
price at which the produce is supplied 
to th: consumers, which allows propor- 
tionate profit to both the ‘trust’ and the 
farmers, and as the trust’ would not at- 
tempt to make a reduction, this method 
of marketing will be convenient for Jap- 
anese who engage in agriculture in 
America.”’

LAPORTE, Ind., Sept. 7.—Information 
has been received stating that Paul H. 
Seymour of this city has not perished 
in the Klondike country, as has been 
believed. 

Mr. Seymour, heading a large party, 
sent out during the spring by a Boston 
dredging company, had established a 
camp on Willow Creek, a tributary of 
the Hootalinqua, a great distance north 
of Dawson City.

INGENIOUS DENIC 
T0 RAISE WRECKS 


Invention of an Italian to Be 
Used by Japanese to Save 
Sunken Warships. 


NAPLES, Sept. t.—The experiment 
made a few days o ao raising a 
wreck from the bottom of the sea 
through 42 feet of water by means of a 
new apparatus invented by a Nicholas 
lelpo and patented by the Italian Gov- 
ernment, proved a great success. 

The wreck consisted of a barge loaded 
with building material, waich had gone 
to the bottom four years ago. All the 
authorities witnessed the successful ex- 
periment. As soon as a diver had 
fastened the wreckage to the apparatus 
and the air pumps gan to work, the 
Wreckage rose to the surface of the 
water as if by magic. 

The apparatus consists of a series of 
eliptical air chambers made of thick 
rubber and waterproof canvas, each 
having a lifting capacity of €0 tons. 
As many of these air chambers can be 
used as would be reuse by the weight 
of the sunken vessel. When the air is 
compressed by ordinary machinery into 
these air chambers their lifting capacity 
increases in proportion with the air 
pressure. 

A representative of the Japanese Gov- 
ernment witnessed the operation, and 
negotiations are now nas for the 
use of the Ielpo invention In raising 
of the many sunken warships at Port 
Arthur and in the Sea of Ja>an. 

The next experiment which Signor 
lelpo is to undertake very soon, will 
be the raising of the sunken steamer 
Cairo, near Alexandria, at the request 
of the Egyptian Government.

G. A. R. Post Objects to Monu- 
ment of Dorrance Atwater 
at Terryville, Conn.

WATERBURY, Conn,, 
bert W. Thompson Post G. 
Bristol has filed a formal protest with 
the Federal Government against the 
erection of a monument which the vil- 
lage of Terryville is trying to raise in 
commemoration of the service of Dor- 
rance Atwater, late of the Harris light 
cayalry of New York. 

The protest Is made on the ground 
that Atwater was dishonorably  dis- 
charged from the service of the United 
States and imprisoned for misconduct 
while in the army. 

Dorrance Atwater, who came of 
very prominent family, while only a boy 
of 16, was captured by the Confederates 
and sent to Andersonville Prison. De- 
tailed to clerical work in the surgeon's 
office he conceived the idea of keeping 
a secret list of the dead. When the war 
was over he came North with a list of 
12,920 Union Soldiers buried together in 
the trenches within the Andersonville 
stockade.

Then Miss, Clara Barton of Red Cross 
fame came into the controversy. She 
wished to identify and mark certain 
ZTAVES. Through her efforts the docu- 
ment was returned to Atwater. He in 
turn refused to surrender it when the 
Government demanded it back. He was 
arrested, courtmartialed, fined $300, 
discharged and sentenced to a year's im- 
prisomnment. 

His room was searched for the docu- 
ment, SO Was the home of Miss Barton. 
In her case the soldiers even tore the 
carpet from her bedroom floor. The list 
could not be found. Atwater swore he 
would die in prison before he would give 
it up. Miss Barton enlisted the aid 
of the Governor of Connecticut in At- 
water's behalf. Washington woke up 
and Atwater was pardoned. 

With secret service men on his trail 
still searching for that list, he came 
back to Terryville. eluded his pursuers 
and published the ghastly roster in New 
York. Through Miss Barton's efforts 
he was given the Consulate at Tahiti, 
in the South Pacific, where he is still 
living. 

A few years ago Miss Barton came to 
Terryville and urged the town to pub- 
licly purge Atwater’s record. Now the 
town officials and members of the At- 
water familv are endeavoring to erect 
the memorial. The monument takes 
the form of an old Roman ll-inch can- 
non.- This was supplied by the War 
Department, which took it from the 
storage ground in Boston Harbor. 

The participation of the department 
furnishes the reason why the G. A. R. 
post has sent its protest to Washing- 
ton. The town and Grand Army cir- 
cles all over’the State are greatly ex- 
cited over the matter.

“Othello’’ had not been 
played in St. Louis since Ward and 
James produced it at the Century Thea- 
ter two years ago, and the production 
at the Olympic Theater this week is in- 
finitely better and more pretentious 
than that. The American stage has lit- 
tle aptitude for the character of the 
Moor just now. It is hard to imagine 
who would play it and Mantell did not. 
It makes certain exactions, physica:

alone able to meet, and if he is not torn 
by the storms of jealousy quite as we 
would have him torn, we must be grate. 
ful to him for braving the tempest at 
all. Few players could hope to do it 
without seeming Quixotic. Mantell 
brought to the part riches of voice and 
wealth of figure which we can suffer t» 
cloak whatever fault we may find with 
his outer show of his inner torment.

SAVES $100,000 


Comparison of the Present Epi- 
demic With That of 1878 
Shows This Fact. 


$800,000 IN FIVE DAYS 


Situation in New Orleans 
Shows Improvement, While 
Spread Continues Outside. 


Special to the Post-vispatch. 


NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 7.—According 


to an officia] statement made by the 


Marine Hospital service, 


leans through application of modern 
ecientific methods in fighting yellow 
fever. 

For the first five days 
this year the number of deaths from 
yellow fever was 17. For the 
period in 1878 the number was 417. The 
difference is 400. The averegx value of 
@ human life in money, as settled by 
the courts of the United States, is $2000. 
Estimating every death at $2000, the 


city of New Orleans has saved 3800,000 


in five days by the efficiency of the 
present campaign. These figures were 
given out to-show what the results of 
the fight on the fever thus far have 
been. The year 1878 is taken as a com- 
parison because at its outbreak this 
year’s epidemic was worse than that 
year. 

_ The total number of deaths up to 
Sept. 1, 1878, was 1004 reported cases. Of 
the unreported cases there is no record, 
though the addition of those deaths that 


never came to official notice would 
swell the figures greatly. 

Up to September this vear the deaths 
were 271, a difference of 733 deaths. Fig- 
uring on the same legal basis of $2000 
for a life,. the saving has been $1,466,000. 
One million dollars, that is in human 
lives alone, not counting the extras of 
financial loss of the town, of the black 
pall of grief and suspense, of the doc- 
tors’ bills and the burial fees. All of 
these would greatly swell the grim ac- 
count, 

There were 31 new cases 
deaths in New Orleans. Wednesday, 
making a total of 2142 cases and 298 
deaths. Continued improvement in the 
city is the official report. 

There have been 1075 cases of fever 
outside of New Orleans, including all 
‘of those in other infected Louisiana 
ipoints and in other states. Outside New 
Orleans there have been 125 deaths, or 
mbout i2 per cent, the same death rate 
as in the city. The spread of the 
gsceurge outside New Orleans is appa- 
rently unchecked.

Help Yourself There. 
There were no chairs and no lunch 
in ‘“‘Father’’ Kennedy's saloon—not even 
a bartender. If you were at all ac- 
quainted with the place you simply went 
in and helped yourself; and if you were 
a stranger the smiling ‘‘Father’’ would 
set you out a bottle and a glass, accom- 
panied by a Httle water, usually warm, 
and you poured out a drink—the size 
mattered not to him—and went upon 
your way, most probably with a deter- 
mination to call again. : 
Just why men called him ‘“‘Father’’ it 
were hard to say; but most probably it 
was on account of his facial appear- 
ance—before he adopted a mustache, 
late in life—as well as his genial smile 
and h's unpretentious paternal air, es- 
pecially toward his younger patrons.

The gradual widening: of the cholera area in 
Europe offers an opportunity for the physicians and 
bacteriological experts to discover, if possisble, the 
method of infection, as has been accomplished with 
yellow fever. If this could be done, the world wouid 
be in a position to fight this epidemic successfully. 
With glow fever and cholera exterminated, the 
buboyic plague would be practically the only 
scourge Jeft to combat. 

At present the:. exists the same conflict of opin- 
ion among medical men in regard to the precise 
cause of the spread of cholera as existed in regard 
to yellow fever previous to the heroic. investigation 
at Camp Lazear which resulted in banishing this dis- 
ease from Cuba and establishing the fact that the 

,0squito carried the germs of infection. By making 
as thorough a test, it may be possible to fix upon 
the exact conditions governing the spread of Asiatic 
cholera. 

But the test must. be thorough. In the yellow 
fever investigation valuable lives were sacrificed. 
But the men who volunteered and lost their lives 
in that fight with ignorance and death will be re- 
membered as true heroes. What they did will be of 
inestimable benefit to humanity.

Protection From Mosquitoes. 


To the Editor of the Post: Dispatch. 

Allow me to repeat to the public, 
through the columns of the Post-Dis- 
patch, a sugestion made to me some 
time since by a physician of this city, 
which will lessen the danger of con- 
tracting malaria and --.ow fever from 
mosquitoes. This physician advised that 
the face, hands and other exposed parts 
be smeared with a light eoating or 
lather of corrosive sublimate s0ap, 
which contains bichloride of mercury, 
and is used by surgeons as an antiseptic 
or disinfecting soap. The drying of the 
lather may be aided by gentle mopping 
with a towel, care being taken, of 
course, to ieave the skin covered with 
& thin coating of the soap. This soap 
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thus applied is also a protection against 
fleas and some other annoying insects. 

From an experiment which I recently 
made, I am inclined to think that the 
lather of ordinary toilet soap may be 
a protection against mosquitoes. but the 
corrosive sublimate soap should be used 
and no chances taken at this time. 

It should be needless to add that if 
the soap is applied at night it should be 
thoroughly washed off the next morn- 
ing, but it can be used in the manner 
directed daily for a long period of time 
without injury to the skin. G. R.

Coal in Manchuria. 

Manchuria has many valuable min- 
eral deposits, and among other minerals 
coal has been mined for several years 
in a primitive way. The onerations of 
the Russians in this direction, near 
Mukden, attracted attention. Coal and 
gold prospects held out flattering in- 
ducements before the war begun, but 
here has been little scientific prospect- 
ing or Investigation. Most of the coal 
has an abundance of slate and ash, al- 
though coal of a quality without su- 
perior in the far East has for years 
been mined in the Liao peninsular dis- 
trict. Twenty years ago, for instance, 
foreign residents of Niuchwang bought 
their winter's coal supply from the then 


but partially developed mines of Man- 
churla. Some of these mines have been 
filled with water, and others tem- 
porarily abandoned. For the coming 
winter the bulk of the Manchurian coal 
supply for domestic purposes will prob- 
ably come from Japan or elsewhere in 
the far East. The price will be about 
$16 Mexican, or $8 gold, per ton.

OF A Siniite |

Waty Bologna Noblonan Merdred by Omepistor tthe 
ing His Wife, Her Brother and Her Father. 


Special of the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, Aug. °1.—The Bonmaertin 
romance is the subject of a long article 
in Truth. Parts of the story have been 
cabled, but the Truth article is worthy 
of reproduction in almost its entirety 
because of the excellence of its state- 
ment concerning this most remarkable 
case: 

“No romance of crime ever penned by 
Geooriau, or ty any other novelist who 
has based his plots on criminality, its 
equal to the realities of the Bonmartini 
drama, which has occupied the atten- 
tion of Italy for the last three years. 
The persons concerned are: Prof. Mur- 
ri, one of the leading physicians in 
Italy; Tullio, his sen; Linda, his daugh- 
ter; Count Bonmartini, a wealthy noble- 
man of Bolegna; Sccchi, a medical man: 
Bonetti, the mistress of Tullio; Nadi, 
a gambler. 

“Prof. Murri lived in a villa near Bo- 
logna. He had two children, Tullio and 
Linda. Tullio was a municipal council- 
or of Bologna. Linda had fallen in 
love with Secchi, who was her father's 
assistant when she was a girl, but she 
had subseyuently married Count Boun- 
martini. The marriage does not seem to 
have been a happy one. He appears to 
have been a good-natured, but weak, 
man, and to have done his best to make 
her happy. She disliked him. The pair 
had two ehildren; and the family re- 
sided in the Bunmartini Palace at Bo- 
logna, and she passed as a lady of al- 
most austere virtue, but was always 
complaining to hor friends that her hus- 
band was a loose liver, and neglected 
her, and thus evoked a good deal of 
sympathy. At one time she inducéd him 
to agree to an amicable separation, but 
the quarrel was made up, and they once 
more lived together. 

About three years ago Linda, with her 
children, was at Venice, where the 
Count visited her, and then went to 
Dass a few weeks at his country house 
in Romagna. He had told her that he 
contemplated passing the night of Aug. 
3 at his Bologna palace on his way to 
pay @ visit at Padua. On the evening 
of that day he reached Bologna, and 
was seen to enter his palace. As is 
usual with the owners of these Italian 
palaces, he occupied the first floor, and, 
ag the servants and the family were 
away, the porter was left in charge. 
At 6:30 p. m. he was seen by the porter 
to arrive, and, passing him with a trav- 
eling bag in his hand, he entered his 
apartment. 

Days passed, and nothing further was 
seen of him. As he did not seem to 
have left his apartment, and there was 
a sickening smell proceeding from it, 
the porter informed Prof. Murri and 
Tullio, and suggested that the police 
should be invited to break open the 
door of the apartment to discover 
whether he was still there. This was 
done, and the police were accompanied 
by Tullio, as the representative of the 
muncipality. On entering the apart- 
ment the corpse of the Count was dis- 
covered lying on the floor near the en- 
trance door, pierced with severa] wounds 
and in a state of decomposition. In 
the room where the children were ac- 
customed to sleep, two beds appeared 
to have been occupied. In another 
room there were:remains of a supper, 
with several half-emptied bottles of 
wine.
